Jackson, 
had completed argument on the mo­ 
tion to quash the indictment against 
J a c k s o n , George V. Coffin and 
Ro­ 
bert I. Marsh. 
“ As I am now disposed, the state 
is conclusively bound by the date in 
the indictment,’* Judge Montgomery 
commented. 
Special Prosecutor 
Emsley 
\Y. 
Johnson opposed the motion. He ar­ 
gued for 45 minutes, declaring 
the 
date in the indictment had no effect 
on the statute of limitations. 
Prosecutor William IT. Remy fol­ 
lowed him. 
The chief flaw alleged was 
that 
the indictment charging conspiracy 
to bribe former Gov. Warren T. Mc­ 
Cray, set the date of the start 
of 
alleged conspiracy one week 
too 
late. 
Louis Ewbank argued the motion 


to quash for 
Jackson, 
George 
Y. 
Coffin, and Robert I. Marsh, 
the 
three persons named in the indict­ 
ment. 
The attorney cited the statute of 
limitations. The 
statute 
provides 
that no crime may be 
prosecuted 
more than two years after it 
was 
co m m itte d unless there was a con­ 
spiracy to conceal it. It is admit­ 
ted that if there were no 
conceal­ 
ment in the Jackson ease, the sta t­ 
ute would invalidate the indictment. 
This conspiracy, Prosecutor Will­ 
iam H. Remy and Special Prosecu­ 
tors John W. Holtzmaim and Emsley 
W. 
Johnson 
contended, 
existed 
among the three defendants. 
The conspiracy, they argued, con­ 
cealed the alleged 
fact 
that 
the 
three offered McCray $10,0(10 
and 
immunity from conviction in a per­ 
sonal case if he would name a Mar­ 
ion county 
prosecutor 
of 
their 
choosing. 
McCray, so 
the 
state 
asserts, 
spurned the offer and chose Remy 
to succeed William P. Evans. 
The 
appointment was made on December 
8, IP23. 
The flaw that Ewbank picked 
in 
the indictment was that it set forth 
that the conspiracy to conceal 
the 
bribe offer existed not before Decem­ 
ber 15, 1923, but on that date and 
thereafter. 
Because no conspiracy 
was 
al­ 
leged between December 8 and De­ 
cember 15, Ewbank asserted the sta­ 
tute of limitations applies. 
As u result, he asserted, the 
in­ 
dictment was insufficient and should 
he thrown out of cotirt. Such a de­ 
cision would free 
Jackson, 
Collin 
and Marsh. 
Ewbank also argued there 
were 
other flaws in the indictment. 
For 
one, he asserted that the tacts 
al­ 
leged would not constitute a public 
offense. 
For another, lie declared that the 
indictment spoke 
of a 
vacancy— 
that Evans resigned simultaneously 
with the appointment of Remy. 
None of the three defendants was 
in court. Judge Montgomery was ex- 
lauded to take the motion 
under 
advisement.

London, Nov. 28—(U.R)—After 
a 
three day exposure 
to 
world-wide 
publicity, Europe’s latest war scare 
appeared today to have 
lost 
its 
menace. Statesmen 
seemed 
con­ 
vinced that nobody was ready 
for 
another war. 
Lithuania and Poland both denied 
any intention of aggressive action, 
and issued statements which indicat­ 
ed their view that the 
other 
was 
responsible for any excitement. 
France, Italy, Jugoslavia and Al­ 
bania had ceased temporarily 
their 
mutual 
recriminations 
over 
the 
treaties which the two world powers, 
Italy and France, had signed respec­ 
tively with Albania and Jugoslavia. 
Both treaties ostensibly had friend­ 
ship as their motive; both had been 
interpreted by those on the opposite 
side as treaties of potential offense. 
Minor tension between Roumania 
and Bulgaria showed no signs of be­ 
coming worse. Statesmen on 
both 
sides seemed to be viewing their dif­ 
ferences calmly. 
It was understood that during the 
week end Great Britain and 
other 
European powers were busy calming 
ruffled tempers on the 
continent; 
and it was expected the League of 
Nations council would deal at 
its 
meeting December 5 with the Polish- 
Lit heuanian situation, most danger­ 
ous of all. 
In the house of commons today, 
the government announced its con­ 
viction that there would be an ami­ 
cable settlement of the 
Polish-Li- 
tlmanian dispute.

Judge Chester 
R. Shook 
ruled 
that since some evidence' had been 
produced in support of the conten­ 
tion Remus had 
a 
diseased mind 
prior to the killing, 
his witnesses 
could go ahead and describe events 
which might have led to such men­ 
tal impairment. 
The ruling opened the wav, for 
Remus to introduce evidence per­ 
taining to the relationship between 
his wife and Franklin L. Dodge, Jr., 
Remus has alleged that while 
he 
was in Atlanta penitentiary serving 
a sentence for bootlegging 
Dodge 
and Mrs. Remus became 
intimate 
and conspired to rob him. 
The state won an important point 
when Judge Chester R. Shook ruled 
that the defense first must present 
independent 
evidence 
tending 
to 
prove Remus’ mentality was impair­ 
ed before it set out to show what 
caused the impairment. 
Thus testimony in support of the 
defense contention that Remus be­ 
came insane because of the conduct 
of his wife and Dodge, was delaved 
and was ruled upon later after wit 
nesses have given their opinions of 
the defendant’s sanity both before 
and after he was sent to prison for 
infractions of the national dry law. 
Charles II. Elston, bitterly con­ 
testing the state’s position, submit­ 
ted under protest. It was a day 
of 
testy tempers, only Remus holding 
his tongue. 
After the judge had ruled, Elston 
called Wililam Mueller, caretaker at 
the Remus mansion on Price Hill, 
the house that bootleg built.

Nov. 28—“ Mother 
Remus’’ the 77-year-old mother of 
George Remus, bootleg king now on 
trial for his life, a 
self-confessed 
murderer, has come back to 
her 
son’s Dream Palace on the Hill. 
And “ Mother Remus” who 
pre­ 
ferred her own tiny and shabby Chi­ 
cago flat in the days when priceless 
rugs and tnpestrie 
sand 
carvings 
and oils and bits of bronze and m ar­ 
ble littered "the King's” mansion of 
many rooms, now sleeps, or tries to, 
in a great bare room at the top of 
the barren palace and trembles 
to 
hear the bare boughs of the trees 
: 
the park below Scrape and grate 
across her window. 
“ Mother Remus* who 
prvveTred 
her coffee from a thick white 
mug 
and her kuchen from a thick <*hina 
plate to all the squabst and terrapin 
and truffles and woodcock and <*a- 
vinr served on her son’s solid gold 
service plates, now stirs lentil soup 
on the huge kitchen stove of 
the 
empty palace 
where once 
were 
iW^Lpd veritable Lucullan feasts for 
he r son and bis guests. 
And George, “ The King” smiles in 
bis cell when “ mama’s soup” or ku­ 
chen or 
hassenpfeflfer 
is 
brought 
him enrlv every day. 
And “ Mother Remus,” who ‘didn’t 
feel right ” in George’s house in 
the 
day's when gold and ruby 
wines 
flowed like water at bis great feasts, 
when six maids tried to help 
her 


massive mahogany elaw-footed 
ta ­ 
ble. 
“ That was too heavy for her to 
move or it wouldn’t be here,” 
she 
said. 


She showed me the vast third floor 
ballroom and v showed me where the 
leather seats along the 
wall 
had 
been pried from

Judge Oscar H Montgomery of Sey- 
mour today after Louis Ewbank, at- 
torney for Governor Ed 
Jajckson, 


had completed argument on the mo- 
tion to quash the indictment against: 
Jackson, George V. Coffin and Ro- 
bert I. Marsh. 


"As I am now disposed, the state 


is 'conclusively bound by the date in 
the indictment," Judge Montgomery 
commented. 


Special Prosecutor Emslcy 


Johnson opposed the motion. He ar- 
gued for 45 minutes, declaring the 
date in the indictment had no effect 
on the statute of limitations. 


Prosecutor William H. Remy fol- 


lowed him. 


The chief flaw alleged was that 


the indictment charging conspiracy 
to bribe former Gov. Warren T. Mc- 
Cray, set the date of the start of 
alleged "conspiracy one week 
too' 


late. 


Louis Ewbank argued the motion 


to quash for Jackson, George V. 
Coffin, and Robert I. Marsh, 
the 


three persons named in the indict- 
ment. 


The attorney cited the statute of 


limitations. The statute provides 
that no crime may be 
prosecuted 


more than two years after it was 
committed unless there was a con- 
spiracy to conceal it. It is admit- 
ted that if there were no conceal- 
ment iu the Jackson case, the stat- 
ute would invalidate the indictment. 


This conspiracy. Prosecutor Will- 


iam H. Remy and Special Prosecu- 
tors John W. Holt/.mann' and Emsley 
W. Johnson 
contended, 
existed 


among the three defendants. 


The «onspiracy, they argued, con- 


cealed the alleged fact 
that 
the 


three offered McCray $10,000 
and 


immunity from conviction in a per- 
sonal case if he would name a Mar- 
ion county prosecutor 
of 
their 


choosing. 


McCray, so the state asserts, 


spurned the offer and chose Remy 
to succeed William P. Evans. The 
appointment was made OH December 
8, 1923. 


The flaw that Ewbatik picked in 


the indictment was that it set forth 
that the conspiracy to conceal the 
bribe offer existed not before Decem- 
ber 15, 1923, but on that date and 
thereafter. 


Because no conspiracy was al- 


leged tetween December 8 and De- 
cember 15, Ewbank asserted the sta- 
tute of limitations applies. 


As a result, he asserted, the in- 


dictment was insufficient and should 
be thrown out of court. Such a de- 
cision would free 
Jackson, 
Coffin 


and Marsh. 


Ewbank also argued there were 


other flaws in the indictment. For 
one, he asserted that the facts al- 
leged would not constitute a public 
offense. 


For another, he declared that the 


indictment spoke of a vacancy— 
1hat Evans resigned simultaneously 
with the appointment of Remy. 


None of the three defendants was

The state won an important point 


when Judge Chester R. Shook ruled 
that the defense first must present 
independent 'evidence tending 
to 


prove Remus' mentality was impair- 
ed before it set out to- show what, 
caused the impairment.

Thus testimony in support of the 


defense contention that Remus be- 
came' insane 'because of the conduct 
of'his wife and Dodge, was delayed 
and was ruled upon later after wit- 
nesses have given their opinions of 
the defendant's- sanity both 'before 
a;nd after he was sent- to prison for 
infractions of the national dry law.

ferred ier own tiny and shabby Chi- 
<-ago flat in the days when priceless 
rugs and tapestrie sand cartings 
and oils and bits of bronze and mar- 
bio littered "the King's" mansion of 
many rooms, now sleeps, or tries to, 
in a great bare room at the top of 
the barren palace and trembles to 
hear the bare boughs of the trees 
'•• the park below scrai>e and grate 
across her window. 


"Mother Remus" who pn.vcrred 


her coffee from a thick white mug 
and her kiichcii from a thick china 
plat* to all the squabs and terrapin 
and truffles and woodcock and ca- 
viar served on her son's solid gold 
service plates, now stirs lentil soup 
on the huge kitchen stove of 
the 


«mpty palace 
where once 
were "

her son and his guests. 


And George, "The King" smiles in

gardeners trimmed the holly and ilex 
and sweet briar in the vast acres 
about the mansion, now sweeps the 
cobwebs from the bare tinted walls 
of George's stripped and 
glutted 


home, or scrubs on her knees the 
corners of the priceless marble fire- 
places, the sole ornaments in 
the 


nude rooms. As she scrubs or cooks 
she mutters words at the dead wo- 
man, Imogene Remus, who brought 
her son so low. 


She is almost happy now, because 


'"Mr. Remus' needs me now" 
She never calls her only living 


son anything but "Mr. Remus'." To 
tier he is still the pompous, dignified, 
nil-great "King" who staggered his 
mother and sisters with talcs of his 
•wealth, and who laughed at 
their 


pleadings to stop spending money 
so crazy line." 
"Maybe he woud not like me pho- 


tographed in an 
apron and not 


dressed up so fine," she said in her 
woken English. "They got my pic- 
ure once when I was in just 
my 


house apron and 'Mr. Remus' didn't 
ike it at all. He said his mother 
should not be seen like that." 


But "Mother Remus" does not see 


.hat thino-s nre different now and 
hat George Remus, attorney as well 
as prisoner at the bar, wants the 
world to know that he has a stooped

and shabby little old mother who be- 
lieves in him with all her heart and 
who lives in his empty, dismal house 
when all others have fled. 


The days when "Mr. Remus" kept 


mother more sequestered were when 
Imogene, Remus, his second 
wife, 


now dead by his own hand, illumined 
from her house on the hill all Cin- 
cinnati with the glory thrown by 
her $100,000 worth of diamonds, the 
pearls on her breast and fingers, 
and the rubies and emeralds in her 
hair. 


Those were the days when 
the 


marble swimming pool, which a glass 
roofed ponnenade connected 
with 


the mansion, saw hundreds of the 
world's prettiest girls collected by 
Remus living there. 


Those were the days when orchids 


made the air of the Remus green- 
houses heavy with perfume, 
when 


the whole city and the whole world 
•were trying to part "the King" from 
liis money, charging him ten times 


what other men paid for their wife's 
clothes and jewelry and furniture. 


But no word of reproach to "Mr. 


Remus." Only rhapsodies of praise 
for the little four-year-old boy whom 
she brought with her from Germany 
nearly a half century ago. The boy 
who at 13 went to work in his un- 
cle'st Chicago 'drug store when 
his 


father, a lumberman, could no lon- 
ger support his family. 


"Such a good boy till he married 


that woman" the little old woman 
said. 


"Mother Remus" led me through 


the half hundred rooms of 
"The 


Mansion of Many Rooms" pointing 
out with anger and disgust traces of 
the ravages made by her son's wife 
who looted the house while her hus- 
band was -securely behind peniten- 
tiary bars. 


She took me to the old card room 


on the third floor with its murals of 
aces of, cl.nbs and hearts and dia- 
monds; the billiard room with the

massive .mahogany claw-footed ta- 
ble. 


"That was too heavy for her to 


move or it wouldn't be here," she 
said. 


She showed me the vast third floor 


ballroom andvshowed me where the 
leather seatss along the wall had 
been pried from their hinges. She 
showed me solid old doors, with hol- 
low cavities where plate glass mir: 
rors had been.. She showed me jagged 
corners on fireplaces and mantles 
from which marble figures had been 
hacked away. 
\ 


The dining room' with its huge 


built-in hand-carved. buffet, ' which 
once groaned under trays of 
rich 


foods and decanters of wine,, con- 
tained only a bare, picnic table. The 
only other furniture in the 
house 


were the three or four cheap beds 
where'"The King's" mother, his sis- 
ter and her husband, and a care- 
taker sleep. 
. 


The stone lions which Imogene Re- 


mus had torn' from their moorings 
before a 
Cincinnati store 
and 


brought up Price TTill, casually writ- 
ing a $4000 check to pay. for them, 
are gone now from their station be- 
fore the Remns driveway. 


The park is a tangled, 
sodden 


mass of leaves and brambles. The 
huge servant's clock besides "The 
King's" bed can summon no ser- 
vants now. The silver fixtures in his 
bathroom are tarnished, and 
only 


black holes in the wall tell where 
various unique toilet articles of sil- 
ver and gold and mother of pearl 
werp fastened. 


On the wall of "The King's" bed- 


room is a picture of his mother and 
one of himself. She likes to sit 
alone in this empty room and gaze 
at the two pictures. She is here in 
his mansion—almost hapny, because 
to her he turned, and the woman 
who possessed him in days of plen- 
ty is gone and spurned. 


"Poor boy, he always wanted a 


home." she moans, "and all he .got 
was this place."
